The Coal Strike in the Pittsbnrg 


District Will Continue, 


Pittsburg, Aug. 25.—The final effort 


to arrange a plan for ending the big 
coal strike has proved a failure, and 
the strike goes on. The conference be- 
tween a committee of coal operators 
and miners' national and district offi- 
cials closed ytsterday. and the confere- 
ence adjourned without date. The min- 
ers' representatives did not recede from 
their original proposition to settle the 
strike by arbitration and start the 
mines at the 69 cent rate. 


The operates offered to divide the 


difi>ren<-t> between 04 and 69 cent rates, 
making the price at which the mines 
should ttart 61% cents per ton, hut 
this was rejected. Then additional 
propositions were made. One was to 
start the mines without fixing any 
price for 30 days, and then to pay the 
rate agreed upon by the board ol ar- 
bitration. This was also refused by the 
miners, and ahey said they had been 
fooled too often to trust the operators 
again. They declined to work for a 
month, giving the operators the out- 
put that length of time without know- 
ing what \vigea would be paid. • 


A proposition \vaa then made to 


operate the mines for ten days, with- 
out fixing the price, and allow a board 
of arbitration to fix the price for that 
time. President Ratchford insisted thai 
nothing but the G9 cent rate could pos- 
sibly be accepted. T*he operators were 
firm, but the miners were equally de- 
termined, and every argument of the 
mine owners was met by the miners' 
leaders. Neither side would concede 
another point, and it was decided to 
end the conference. 


The outlook after the adjournment 


of the conference seemed to be encour- 
aging for the miners. There is no ques- 
tion of the anxiety of the operators to 
start their mines. Nearly every coal 
company In the Pittsburg district was 
represented at the Monongahela House 
during the conference. 


The operators' conference was in se- 


cret session for several hours after 
the joint conference, and when the 
doors were opened their press agent 
announced that the mines certainly 
would be started, with the old diggers 
if possible and with imported men if 
the old men refuse to work. A com- 
mittee was appointed, composed of rep- 
resentatives of every firm In the dis- 
trict, to map out the mode of pro- 
ceedure for the resumption. 


In an address to the public given out 


last night the operators say-In part: 


"Amicable and conciliatory methods 


having failed to convince or to move 
the leaders, the responsibility 
for 


whatever privation follows to the min- 
ers and their families must rest upon 
the miners' officials. The operators feel 
that they have exhausted all honorable 
means of settlement of a strike which 
has entailed so much misery upon the 
miners and those dependent upon them, 
and which they In common with the 
public deplore, and would gladly change 
on a basis that would not be disas- 
trous to themselves. 


"Mr. Ratchford. president of the 


United Mine Workers, c'.id not treat 
with the operators on terms that indi- 
cate any desire to protect the interests 
and welfare of the mineis of the Pitts- 
burg district. He openly claimed that 
the oterators had more than their 
share of the trade; that some of It was 
being taken from them, and that more 
would he. He claimed the operators 
had a larger share of the lake tonnage 
than they are entitled to. and that 
they would not be permitted to retain 
It,"The campers at Turtle Creek were 
very much elated yesterday over a 
rumor afloat among the strikers that 
T. B. DeArmltt. superintendent of the 
Oak Hill mines, went to some of the 
Italian strikers and offered to pay 
them half of the money they forfeited 
and 61 cents a ton for digging coal If 
they would return to work this morn- 
ing. This, the strikers, say is an evi- 
dence of weakness on the part of the 
officials of the company, who, they 
claim, are apparently anxious to have 
the strike settled now at any price, so 
that they can set their mines work- 
ing. Superintendent DeAnnitt could 
not be found to affirm or deny the re- 
port-

THE DROF_!N WHEAT. 


Eight Cents a Bnshwl Ijowor Than the 


Year's Top Notch. 


New York, Aug. 25.—The disastrous 


result of operations by eleventh hour 
bulls was demonstrated in the actions 
of the wheat market yesterday. Pall- 
Ing to secure the necessary assortment 
of bull news, those belated holders 
punctured the bull bubble, and prices 
fell with a. crash to a point over eight 
cent;? a bushel be-low the top notch for 
the year. At lh" outset, although signs 
of collapse \vtre manifest in the un- 
certain wavirins '•>? prices and freedom 
of offerings, the ball leaders endeavor- 
ed to iirivsl t.'iu threatened deluge by 
pointing out tiio comparative steadi- 
ness of Liverpool quotations and the 
frosty weather in the northwest. 


For a time these influences had some 


effect, but the market was unresist- 
ably top heavy, a:id soon broke through 
all restraints, reaching the lowest fig- 
ure in the early afternoon, when De- 
cember, after having opened at $1.00%, 
sold at 93%c. Foreign houses oper- 
ated on both sides, but were chiefly 
conspicuous as sellers, led by the conti- 
nent. A feature of the trading was 
the comparative heaviness of December, 
which widened out to 2%c. discount 
under September at one time during 
the day. 


The break shook out a great many 


of the weaker holders without disturb- 
ing the big lines, many of which still 
remain for higher prices. The market 
closed unsettled at 5%@6%c. net de- 
cline. Sales for the day reached nearly 
17,000,000 bushels, giving some idea »of 
the enormous dumping of long wheat. 


FRANCE'AND RUSSIA 


Cementing the Ties That Bind Them 


by President Fanre's Visit. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 25. — President 


Faure, M. Hanotaux, the French min- 
ister cf foreign affairs, and the suite of 
the president, on board the imperial 
yacht Alexandria, entered the Nova at 
noon yesterday. The river was crowd- 
ed with lavishly decorated excursion 
steamers, and the quays were black 
with spectators. 
The French cruiser 


Surcouf, which was near the landing 
stage, manned her yards, 
and her 


steamers gave ringing cheers as the 
Alexandria reached her quay. The 
Russians responded with roars of 
cheering. 
Upon disembarking President Faure 


was received by the governor and civic 
authorities and by a guard of honor 
from a regiment of infantry. Stand- 
ing In front of the regiment was a row 
of the highest army officers of Russia. 
The president, in a few words spoken 
in Russian, greeted the soldiers, who 
replied with a loud cheer. M. Faure 
then Inspected the guard of honor, and 
afterwards the president and his suite, 
escorted by Ural cossacks, were driven 
in open carriages to the Cathedral of 
St. Peter and St. Paul. Though rain 
was falling heavily, the streets were 
densely packed with people, who vo- 
ciferously cheered the president of 
France. All the French sailors who 
were allowed to come on shore were 
embraced by the Russian population. 


After placing a wreath and a golden 


olive branch on the tomb of the late 
Czar Alexander III, In the cathedral. 
President Faure drove across the Neva 
and laid the corner stone cf the new- 
French hospital. Subsequently he took 
part in the ceremony of laying the 
foundation stone of the new Troitsky 
bridge. 


M. Faure dined at the French em- 


bassy, and after dinner held a recep- 
tion for the members of the French 
colony In St. Petersburg. Early In the 
evening he returned to Peterhof by the 
Imperial train. He was greeted with 
enthusiastic popular 
demonstrations 


whereever he appeared In the public 
thoroughfares.

The Coal Strike in the Pittsburg 
District Will Continue. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 25.—The final effort 
to arrange a plan for ending the big 
coal strike has proved a failure, and 
the strike goes on. The conference be­ 
tween a committee of coal operators 
and miners' national anti district offi­ 
cials eluded yesterday, and the confere- 
ence adjourned without date. The min­ 
ers1 representatives did not recede from 
their original proposition to settle the 
strike by arbitration and 
start 
the 
mines at tho 09 cent rate. 


The operators offered to divide the 
difference between 54 and 60 cent rates, 
making the price at which the mines 
should start 613/{, cents per ton, but 
this 
was 
rejected. Then 
additional 
propositions were made. One was to 
start the mines without Axing any 
price- for 80 days, and then to pay the 
rate agreed upon by the board of ar­ 
bitration. This was also refused by the 
miners, and *they said they had been 
fooled too often to trust the operators 
again. They declined to work for a 
month, giving the operators the out­ 
put that length of time without know­ 
ing what wages would be paid. 


A proposition 
was 
then made 
to 
operate the mines for ten days, with­ 
out fixing the price, and allow a board 
of arbitration to fix the price for that 
time. President Ratchford insisted that 
nothing but the GO cent rate could pos­ 
sibly be accepted, tfhe operators were 
firm, but the miners were equally de­ 
termined, and every argument of the 
mine owners was met by the miners’ 
leaders. Neither side would concede 
another point, and it was decided to 
end the conference. 


The outlook after the adjournment 
of the conference seemed to be encour­ 
aging for the miners. There is no ques­ 
tion of the anxiety of the operators to 
start their mines. Nearly every coal 
company in the Pittsburgh district was 
represented at the Monongahela House 
during the conference. 


The operators' conference was in se­ 
cret session for several hours after 
the joint conference, and when the 
doors were opened their press agent 
announced that the mines certainly 
would be started, with the old diggers 
if possible and with imported men If 
the old men refuse to work. A com­ 
mittee was appointed, composed of rep­ 
resentatives of every firm In the dis­ 
trict, to map out the mode of pro- 
ceedure for the resumption. 


In an address to the public given out 
last night the operators say. in part: 
"Amicable and conciliatory methods 
having failed to convince or to move 
the ieaders, 
the 
responsibility 
for 
whatever privation follows to the min­ 
ers and their families must rest upon 
the miners* officials. The operators feel 
that they have exhausted all honorable 
means of settlement of a strike which 
has entailed so much misery upon the 
miners and those dependent upon them, 
and which they in common with the 
public deplore, and would gladly change 
on a basis that would not be disas­ 
trous to themselvos. 


"Mr. 
Ratchford, 
president 
of 
the 
United Mine Workers, did not treat 
with the operators on terms that indi­ 
cate any desire to protect the interests 
and welfare of the mineis of the Pitts­ 
burg district. He openly claimed that 
the operators had 
more than 
their 
share of the trade; that some of it was 
being taken from them, and that more 
would bo. He claimed the operators 
had a larger share of the lake tonnage 
than they are entitled to, and 
that 
they would not be permitted to retain 
i t ”

rumor afloat among the strikers that 
T. 13. DeArmitt, superintendent of the 
Oak Hill mines, went to some of the 
Italian strikers and 
offered 
to pay 
them half of the money they forfeited 
and Cl cents a ton for digging coal if 
they would return to work this morn­ 
ing. This, the strikers, eay is an evi­ 
dence of weakness on the part of the 
officials of the company, who, they 
claim, are apparently anxious to have 
the strike settled now at any price, so 
that they can get their mines work­ 
ing, 
Superintendent DeArmitt 
could 
not be found to atllrm or deny the re­ 
port.

Kiptfifc Cents a IluKhol Lower Than tho 
Y ear’« Top Notch, 


New York, Aug. 25.—The disastrous 
result of operations by eleventh hour 
bulls was demonstrated In the actions 
of the Vvheat market yesterday. Fall­ 
ing to secure the necessary assortment 
of bull news, these belated holders 
punctured the bull bubble, and prices 
fell with a crash to a point over eight 
cents a bushel below the top notch for 
the year. At the outset, although signs 
of collapse were manifest In the un­ 
certain wavering of prices and freedom 
of offerings, the ball leaders endeavor­ 
ed to arrest tho threatened deluge by 
pointing out the comparative steadi­ 
ness of Liverpool quotations and the 
frosty weather in the northwest. 


For a time tiles** influences had some 
effect, hut the market was unreslst- 
ably top heavy, and soon broke through 
all restraints, reaching the lowest fig­ 
ure in the early afternoon, when De­ 
cember, after having opened at $1.00%, 
sold at 95%c. Foreign houses oper­ 
ated on both sides, but were chiefly 
conspicuous as sellers, led by the conti­ 
nent. A feature of the trading was 
the comparative heaviness of December, 
which widened out to 2}f»c. discount 
under September at one time during 
the day. 


The break shook out a great many 
of the weaker holders without disturb­ 
ing the big lines, many of which still 
remain for higher prices. The market 
closed unsettled at 5Vi@U3%c. net de­ 
cline. Pales for the day reached nearly 
17,000,000 bushels, giving some idea *of 
the enormous dumping of long wheat. 


FRANCE AND RUSSIA 


Cemontlnp: the Tics T hat Bind Thom 
by P resident Fatiro’s Visit. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 25. — President 
Faure, M. Hanotaux, the French min­ 
ister of foreign affairs, and the suite of 
the president, on board the imperial 
yacht Alexandria, entered the Nova at 
noon yesterday. The river was crowd­ 
ed with lavishly decorated excursion 
steamers, and the quays were black 
with spectators. 
The French cruiser 
Surcouf, which was near the landing 
stage, manned her yards, 
and 
her 
steamers gave ringing cheers as the 
Alexandria reached 
her quay. 
The 
Russians 
responded 
with 
roars 
of 
cheering. 


Upon disembarking President Faure 
was received by the governor and civic 
authorities and by a guard of honor 
from a regiment of infantry. Stand­ 
ing in front of the regiment was a row 
of the highest army officers of Russia. 
The president, in a few words spoken 
in Russian, greeted the soldiers, who 
replied with a loud cheer. M. Faure 
then inspected the guard of honor, and 
afterwards the president and his suite, 
escorted by Ural cossacks, were driven 
in open carriages to the Cathedral of 
St. Peter and St. Paul. Though rain 
was falling heavily, the streets were 
densely packed with people, who vo­ 
ciferously cheered 
the president 
of 
France. All the French sailors 
who 
were allowed to come on shore were 
embraced by the Russian population. 


After placing a wreath and a golden 
olive branch on the tomb of the late 
Czar Alexander III, In the cathedral. 
President Faure drove across the Neva 
and laid the corner stone of the new 
French hospital. Subsequently he took 
part in the ceremony of laying the 
foundation stono of the new Troitsky 
bridge. 


M. Faure dined at the French em­ 
bassy, and after dinner held a recep­ 
tion for the members of the French 
colony In St. Petersburg. Early in the 
evening he returned to Peterhof by the 
imperial train. He was greeted with 
enthusiastic 
popular 
demonstrations 
whereever he appeared in the public 
thoroughfares.

After two hours of rough riding, we 


drew up at the lighthouse terrace, 


where the keeper, a pleasant old Ger- 
man, furnished refreshments for man 
and benst. We (hen spent nil Lour or 
two inspecting the lighthouse and 
looking through the big telescope by 
which all vessels nre signaled. 


One of my English friends had 


heard of some wonderful caves situ- 
uted upon the Atlantic side, and much 
against the advice of our host and the 
guide, we resolved to visit them and 
return to Tangiers by a roundabout 
way. 
It was urged that this way be- 


ing much longer, we should not reach 
home until after dark, and as the only 
inhabitants of the country were the 
nomadic tribes of rough, lawless, shep- 
herds, tho venture would be extremely 
hazardous for a foreigner to go a mile 
outside the city limits after nightfall 
without a soldier, and many travelers 
by so doing have been robbed, some- 
times losing their lives. 


But the Englishman was determ- 


ined; for, having a kodak, he pur- 
posed getting some views of these 
nearly unknown caves. 
After some 


hard riding over rough 
mountain 


paths, the loose stones flying from un- 
der our mules' feet, and iu some places 
so steep that we were obliged to dis- 
mount and lead our auimals, we came 
upon two shepherds who were smoking 
by a spring. Learning from them that 
the caves were several miles beyond 
and as it was getting late in the day, 
we thought it prudent to take the path 
for home. 


We had not gone more than two 


miles when we arrived before a small 
collection of shepherd huts and tents, 
in front of which a number of women 
and children were seated. 
Stopping 


to inquire the road and to refresh our 
mules with spring water, the English- 
man thought to obtain pictures of this 
wild and picturesque group. 


Now among the country Arabs there 


is a strong superstition regarding the 
camera; they looking upon the lens as 
Evil Eye, aud believing that one at 
whom it is directed will be bewitched, 
and certain to suffer from some calanjp 
ity. 


Our guide, seeing the Englishman 


unsling the camera, called to him to 
desist, and we, having heard of this 
superstition, -which amounts to fanati- 
cism, added onr protests, but in rain ; 
and no sooner did the women see the 
kodak leveled at them, than they set 
up a fearful shrieking and turned to 
run for the houses. At the sound of 
their cries, from nearly every rock and 
bush a man sprang into view and 
rushed toward us. The Englishman, 
thinking to appease them, held up a 
Spauisli dollar to the fleeing women, 
but the men believed it to be an in- 
sult to their wives, and, gathering 
stones, began to pelt its from a dis- 
tance. 


Onr guide cried for us to mount and 


ride for our lives, and indeed we 
needed no other encouragement. 
At 


the first volley the camera was hope- 
lessly ruined, and for one I was heart- 
ily glad. 
Away we went at a break- 


neck gallop, and our mules being 
struck by flying stones and worried by 
the'jSerce dogs of the shepherds, were 
soon unmanageable. 
The trail being 


so narrow that but one mule might 
pass at a time, I had the post of 
honor, if it may be so called, being 
well in the rear; the guide was far 
ahead with the Englishman, who had 
caused all the trouble, a close second. 


During that ride I enjoyed much 


the same sensations as the renowned 
Gilpin may have experienced, my legs 
flying in the air and clutching wildly 
at the pommel of the high Arab saddle. 
The Arabs are notoriously fleet of 
foot, and followed us in a howling 
mob. 
Our pace was so rapid that it 


destroyed their aim. but I was struck 
several times in the back, and once in 
the head, the last nearly knocking me 
from my mule. 


The Arabs pursued us for about five 


miles, till at last we heard their cries 
grow fainter in the distance, 
and 


finally cease. 
It was a sorry band 


that halted about tvo miles farther on 
to repair damages. JI was the great- 
est sufferer, being so lame that I could 
hardly sit my mule. 


Our guide informed us that our 


greatest danger had lain from the 
pal'h being so circuitous and precipi- 
tous, for the Arabs might easily have 
run ahead over .the hills aud, arous- 
ing the country, have headed us off. 
We were obliged to travel very slowly 
for the rest of the way to avoid holes 
and pitfalls, and darkness falling sud- 
denly, as it does in this climate, we 
made poor progress. At last, however, 
the lights of Tangiers appeared in the 
distance, and we were soon at our 
hotel. 


The landlord, io whom we recount- 


ed the adventure, assured us that our 
good fortune was due to the fact that 
the shepherds were poor class Arabs, 
having no guns, and inasmuch as we 
had taken 3jis advice iu hiring his 
mules rather than the horses of the 
Irish siaWekeeper, as the mules were 
far snrer-fo ited. 


However that may have been. I was 


perfectly content to congratulate him 
on his for< cight, and retired wiih the 
firm resolution never io venture be- 
vond the citv limits, unless escorted

as deficient in other methods of get­ 
ting about as they are in electric rail­ 
ways. 
The United States may learn 
some things from tho people of E u­ 
rope, but the latter might derive some 
excellent pointers from us on the sub­ 
ject of moving passengers in big 
cities. 


Tho statistics of accidents furnished

4000 given accidents 681 were caused 
by falling on ih e pavement, whilo 143 
were from slipping down stairs, with 
157 due to miscellaneous causes, mak­ 
ing a total of 981.

stepped on nails in their stockings, 
and, singular to relate, out of 4000 ac­ 
cidents only forty-three were duo to 
railroads. The list all the Avay through 
shows, comments the Atlanta Con­ 
stitution, that more accidents come to 
the man who walks upon his feet than 
to the one who rides on railroads, sails 
on a steamboat, or coasts around on a 
bicycle.

Now among the country Arabs there 
is a strong superstition regarding the 
camera; they looking upon the lens as 
Evil Eye, and believing that one at 
whom it is directed will be bewitched, 
and certain to suffer from some calam­ 
ity. 


Our guide, seeing the Englishman 
unsling the camera, called to him to 
desist, and we, having heard of this 
superstition, which amounts to fanati­ 
cism, added our protests, but in vain; 
and no sooner did the women see the 
kodak leveled at them, than they set 
up a fearful shrieking and turned to 
run for the houses. 
At the sound of 
their cries, from nearly every rock and 
bush a man sprang into view and 
rushed toward us. 
The Englishman, 
thinking to appease them, held up a 
Spanish dollar to the fleeing women, 
but the men believed it to be an in­ 
sult to their wives, and, gathering 
stones, began to pelt us from a dis­ 
tance. 
* 


Our guide cried for us to mount and 
ride for our livesJ and 
indeed we 
needed no other encouragement. 
At 
the first volley the camera was hope­ 
lessly ruined, and for one I was heart­ 
ily glad. 
Away we went at a break­ 
neck gallop, and our mules being 
struck by flying stones and worried by 
tkejGerce dogs of the shepherds, were 
soon unmanageable. 
The trail being 
so narrow that but one mule might 
pass at a time, I had the post of 
honor, if it may be so called, being 
well in the rear; the guide was far 
ahead with the Englishman, who had 
caused all the trouble, a close second. 


During that ride I enjoyed much 
the same sensations as the renowned 
Gilpin may have experienced, my legs 
flying in the air and clutching wildly 
at the pommel of the high Arab saddle. 
The Arabs are notoriously fleet of 
foot, and followed us in a howling 
mob. 
Our pace was so rapid that it 
destroyed their aim, but I was struck 
several times in the back, and once in 
the head, the last nearly knocking me 
from my mule. 


The Arabs jwrsued us for about five 
miles, till at last we heard their cries 
grow fainter in the distance, 
and 
finally cease. 
I t was a sorry band 
that halted about two miles farther on 
to repair damages. 
JI was the great­ 
est sufferer, being so lame that I could 
hardly sit my mule. 


Our guide informed us that our 
greatest danger had lain from the 
pa‘:h being so circuitous and precipi­ 
tous, for the Arabs might easily have 
run ahead over .the hills and, arous­ 
ing the country, have headed us off. 
We were obliged to travel very slowly 
for the rest of the way to avoid holes 
and pitfalls, and darkness falling sud­ 
denly, as it does in this climate, we 
made poor progress. At last, however, 
tho lights of Tangiers appeared in tho 
distance, and we were soon at our 
hotel. 


The landlord, to whom wo recount­ 
ed the adventure, assured us that our 
good fortune was due to the fact that 
the shepherds were poor class Arabs, 
having no guus, and inasmuch as we 
had taken his advice in hiring his 
mules rather than the horses of the 
Irish stablekeeper, as the mules were 
far surer-footed. 


However that may have been, I was 
perfectly content to congratulate him 
on his foresight, and retired with the 
firm resolution never to venture be­ 
yond the city limits, unless escorted 
by at least a regiment of the native 
soldiery, -Detroit Free Press.

Moors are intense fatalists, holding 
that what is good enough for their 
fathers, must-suffice for themselves. 


Indicativo of the aversion of the 
Arabs to any improvement presented 
by foreigners, is the following inci­ 
dent: The promoters of a British cable 
company, upon the failure of repeated 
attempts to gain consent to establish a 
terminal for their line in Tangiers, be­ 
thought them of a novel idèa. 
One 
of their repair steamers being pro­ 
vided with numerous electrical appli­ 
ances, such as motors, fans and minia­ 
ture railroads, anchored in the bay op­ 
posite the city. 
The sultan was given 
a banquet on board, aud the contriv­ 
ances pleasing him, tho whole lot was 
presented to him, delighting him so 
much that ho straightway gave tho 
company the desired permission. The 
cable was laid and all troublo believed 
to be at an end; but the orthodox 
Moor not having been subsidized as 
had been his royal master, conceived 
that both his feelings and liis religion 
had been outraged by the “ Christian 
dogs.” 
Accordingly, one dark night 
he went down to the beach and cut the 
cable with an ax. 
The line was re­ 
paired, but Avhenever any Arab had a 
grievance against the hated foreigner, 
he immediately applied his ell’orts to 
destroy the cable. 
It was rejjaired 
three times, when the company re­ 
solved upon this expedient. 
One dark 
night the cable was taken up and car­ 
ried underground to the office, and a 
dummy cable was laid in plain sight 
for a few hundred feet. 
The device 
was successful, and 
although 
Mr. 
Moor often took occasion to chop the 
dummy to pieces, for a long time the 
whereabouts of the true cable was un­ 
known. 


Tho international lighthouse 
on 
Cape Spartel, at the entrance to Gibral­ 
tar Straits, is one one of the points of 
interest in this neighborhood.

supported by the maritime Nations of 
of the world, marking a point very 
dangerous to navigators, and is situ­ 
ated opposite the old Spanish town of 
Tarifa, whence we derive our word 
tariff, this town being tho first 
where such duty was levied.

Turning in our saddles, we could seo 
Gibraltar, a crouching 
lion, over­ 
shadowed by the snowy ranges of the 
Si err N evada in Spain. 


Alter two hours of rough riding, we 
drew up at the lighthouse terrace, 


straight down upon the wagon. 
Tho ; 
engineer blew his whistle, but the man 
in the wagon was too far gone to hear.! 
A Mexican tamale vender some distance 
off saw the danger and ran down the 
embankment whlsiling to the horses,! 
but they were too hungry to heed so ; 
slight a warning. 


But there was Tige, the dog, the 
ponies’ faithful friend. 
Realizing the : 
danger on the instant. Tige bounded I 
up the embankment and began barking 
and biting at the hordes’ heels with 
such persistence that they in turn set 
to kicking and backing down upon himv 
aJl the time getting farther and farther 
out of harm's way, till, just as the train 
sped by, they had gotten them selves 
and their sleeping master out of the 
path of its destruction.

His treasury is a number of long

Charcoal Jt'tn- Garden*. 


Although charcoal has no fertilizing 


properties in itself, it is an excellent 
thing to apply to gardens, to manure 
heaps, and, indeed, to all rich ground. 
It is indestructible, though its light- 
ness causes it to be easily washed from 
the soil, when it will be broken into 
very fine particles, and deposited in 
the black mud of ditches aud ponds. 
This is very rich, because the charcoal 
is au excellent absorbent of ammonia 
from the air which it readily gives to 
the roots of plants. Hence though the 
charcoal be not itself fertile it is an ex- 
cellent gatherer of fertility. In fresh 
charcoal there is a slight trace of sul- 
phur, which makes it repellant to in- 
sects. A mixture of sulphur and char- 
coal is the best means of repelling cu- 
cumber and squash bugs when it has 
been dusted ou the vines.—Boston 
Cultivator.

Care of Young Turkeys. 


Until they are nearly half grown, 


young turkeys are very sensitive to 
the wet. They should be kept in the 
coop until the dew has dried off the 
grass, and especially if they run with 
a turkey heu. The common domestic 
hen is a much better mother for the 
young turks than is the turkey hen. 
The latter is too early a riser in the 
morning, as it finds while the air is 
cold and the grass is wet with dew- 
that the insects it is looking for are 
torpid and easily caught. But while 
the turkey hen is running through the 
grass her draggled brood are chirping- 
farther and farther behind until their 
chirp can no longer be heard. 
After 


the birds are half grown, the wider 
range that the turkey hen takes makes 
what chicks she succeeds in raising 
larger and thriftier thau those that the 
common hen has cared for. though 
both were hatched about the same 
time. 
The turkeys should be fed be- 


fore being allowed to wander in the 
morning. That will keap them busy 
until the dew has driedjfrom the grass, 
and will prevent the heu turkey from 
wandering too far. 


Potatoes Among OuncTt Gras«. 


It is, we think, impossible to kill 


quack grass by growing a potato crop 
among it, no matter how carefully the 
potatoes are freed from the weed. 
It 


is impossible to either hoe or cultivate 
where the potato hills are, and with 
any chauce to get to the air and light 
by growth above ground1, the under- 
ground roots will be kept alive. 
The 


best way to check quack- grass growth 
is to cover the top with wet soil, put- 
ting enough salt on the green leaves to 
increase their natural tendency to rot 
when thus buried. 
In this way we 


have known good potato crops to be 
grown on fields abounding in quack 
grass. 
But after the potatoes begin 


to set cultivation must stop, else it 
will check their growth, and cause a 
new set of potatoes to form in the hill. 
The result was that though the potato 
crop was fair, it had at harvesting time 
to be dug out of a bed of quack roots. 
There is great danger of spreading 
quack 
grass by growing potatoes 


among the quack. Its roots will often 
penetrate the potato, and if such po- 
totoes are used whole for seed, there 
is likely to be a quack bud on some 
part of the quack root attached to the j 
potato, which will start a new planta- 
tion of this weed. 
AH the cultivating 


implements used among quack grass 
should be searched for quack roots 
before they are used in any other field. 
—American Cultivator.

These Yap coins are even more cum­ 
bersome to carry about than the great 
silver “ daddy dollar” of our own land 
Vastly more cumbersome, indeed, since 
they weigh eighty pounds apieec and 
are over two feet in diameter ! 
A de­ 
faulting cashier would certainly have 
difficulty in absconding with many of 
them. 


Tw o of these strange pieces of money 
may now be » en in the National Mu­ 
seum at Washington. 
The\ are circu­ 
lar disks of coralline rock, dull white 
in color, yet apparently crystalline, 
twenty-six inches in diameter and from 
three to four inches thick. 
At tho 
centre of each there is a round hole 
two inches and a half in diameter. 


The Yap chief enjoys a monopoly in

Too f.onKcnhij;* 


Where shallow cultivation lias been 
practiced during tho earlier stages of 
growth, and dry weather prevails, it 
is ruinous to change to deep culture 
at the later "workings. 
We once saw 
this tried on potatoes in a dry season. 
The first workings had been frequent, 
with sweeps running about two inches 
deep. 
As the season advanced the 
ground became quite hard below* tho 
depth of cultivation. 
Early in July it 
was cultivated deep with double shovel 
in order to “ loosen up tho ground.” 
Up to this time the crop wfas fairly 
promising; but now the plants wilted 
at once, and, though rain foil, they 
never recovered, the crop being almost 
an entire failure. -Agriciulural Epito- 
mist. 


Chareoal For («ardciiM. 


Although charcoal has no fertilizing 
properties in itself, it is an excellent 
thing to apply to gardens, to manure 
heaps, and, indeed, to all rich ground. 
It is indestructible, though its light­ 
ness causes it to be easily washed from 
the soil, when it will be broken into 
very fine particles, and deposited in 
the black mud of ditches aud ponds. 
This is very rich, because the charcoal 
is an excellent absorbent of ammonia 
from the air which it readily gives to 
the roots of plants. 
Hence though the 
charcoal be not itself fertile it is an ex­ 
cellent gatherer of fertility. 
In fresh 
charcoal there is a slight trace of sul­ 
phur, which makes it repellant to in­ 
sects. A mixture of sulphur and char­ 
coal is the best means of repelling cu­ 
cumber and squash bugs when it has 
been dusted on the vines,—Boston 
Cultivator. 


(’arc ol’ Young: T urkeys. 


Until they are nearly half grown, 
young turkeys are very sensitive to 
the wet. 
They should be kept in the 
coop until the dew has dried off the 
grass, and especially if they run with 
a turkey hen. 
The common domestic 
hen is a much better mother for the 
young tnrks than is the turkey hen. 
The latter is too early a riser in the 
morning, as it finds while the air is 
cold and the grass is wet with dew 
that the insects it is looking for are 
torpid and easily caught. 
But while 
the turkey hen is running through the 
grass her draggled brood are chirping 
farther and farther behind until their 
chirp can no longer be heard. 
After 
the birds are half grown, the wider 
range that the turkey hen takes makes 
what chicks she succeeds in raising 
larger aud thriftier than those that the 
common lieu has cared for, though 
both were hatched about the same 
time. 
The turkeys should be fed be­ 
fore being allowed to wander in the 
morning. 
That will keap them busy 
until the dew has driedjfrom the grass, 
and will prevent the hen turkey from 
wandering too far. 


Potatoes Among Qnaclc (irass. 


It is, we think, impossible to kill 
quack grass by growing a potato crop 
among it, no matter how carefully tho 
potatoes are freed from the w eed.

Before the invention of pine, articles 
of dress were fastened together by 
means of strings, ribbons, hooks and

where the potato hills are, and with t eyes, buckles, clasps, and the likt 
any chance to get to the air and light 
by growth above ground1, the under­ 
ground roots will be kept alive. 
The 
best way to check quack* grass growth 
is to cover the top with wet soil, put­ 
ting enough salt on the green leaves to 
increase their natural tendency to rot 
when thus buried. 
In this wfay we 
have known good potato crops to bo 
grown on fields abounding in quack 
grass. 
But after the potatoes begin 
to set cultivation must stop, else it 
will check their growth, and cause a 
new set of potatoes to form in the hill. 
The result was that though the potato 
crop was fair, it had at harvesting time 
to be dug out of a bed of quack roots. 
There is great danger of spreading 
quack 
grass by growing 
potatoes 
among the quack. 
Its roots will often 
penetrate the potato, and if such po- 
totoes are used w'liole for seed, there 
is likely to be a quack bud on some 
part of the quack root attached to the 
potato, which will start a new planta­ 
tion of this weed. 
All the cultivating 
implements used among quack grass 
should be searched for quack roots 
before they are used in any other field. 
—American Cultivator.

wheat rose to $2.59 per bushel, and flour 
sold at $8.76 per barrel. In 1856 wheat 
sold at $2.14; 1857, $1.75; 1863. $1.53 
1864, $1.82*; 1865, $1.85, and flour $10 
1866, $1.87$, and flour $8.75. In 1867 it 
rose to the enormous figure of $3.00 per 
bushel—a price never before reached 
and never probably again attained in 
this country unless there should happen

A bad smash-up occurred on the West­ 
ern Maryland Railroad, near Spring 
Mills, Carroll county, two miles from 
Westminster, at noon on Saturday, when 
extra freight No. 35 ran into the rear 
end of a passenger train.

the track and six or eight badly mashed. 
The wrecked cars were loaded with lum­ 
ber. 
The track was torn up. 
No one 
on the passenger train was hurt, but En­ 
gineer Gladhill, of the freight, was injur­ 
ed in the side and the fireman, Samuel 
High, injured his ankle. 


Robertson, who was run over, resided 
near Westminster. 
He was about 40 
years old, and shortly before his death 
had some trouble with his wife. It is 
thought ho threw himself in the way of 
the passing train to kill himself. He had 
been drinking, and tried to borrow a gun 
with which to kill his wife and shoot 
himself.

Tho ethnological bureau lias issued 
its fourteenth annual report, one vol­ 
ume of which is devoted entirely to 
the ever-interesting ghost dance and 
its accompaning features. 


Tho ghost dancing of tho Indians is 
supposed by most persons to have 
originated among the Northwestern 
tribes between 1889 and 185)3, and to 
have been the cause of the terrible 
Indian war which was ended by tho 
defeat of the Indians at Pino Ridge, 
but as Mr. James Mooney, tho author, 
of this report, takes pains to show, 
the ghost dancing religion is an old 
institution, had its origin in the dis­ 
satisfaction of the Indians with the 
encroachments of the whites, and has 
been practiced by tho savages at vari­ 
ous times on tho western continent. 
Ghost dancing is a name bestowed 
upon this form of religion by tho 
whites; with tho Indians it is a prepa­ 
ration for a now state of the world’s 
a flairs, a religious revival, in which 
tho participants purify themselves and 
make ready for the coming of tho In­ 
dian Mossiah and the advent of the 
Indian millennium. 


The Indian millennium is to be 
brought about by supernatural means 
to which, however, men will contribute 
a share, by prayer, fasting and certain 
religious rites, among which dancing, 
gyrations of various kinds and mystic 
observances constitute tho principal 
portion. 
The date for the general 
change of affairs and the regeneration 
of the world is usually left indeter­ 
minate, for tho Indian prophets are 
shrewd and do not care to take the 
risk of lixing a definite time for the 
fulfillment of their predictions,though 
tho date is commonly given at the 
spring of the year when nature awakes 
from its winter’s sleep. 
The idea of 
a general resurrection of all the In­ 
dian dead is prominent. 
When the 
great day comes, “ The dead are all 
arisen and the spirit hosts are advanc­ 
ing and have already arrived at the 
boundaries of this earth led forward 
by the regenerator in a shape of cloud- 
like indistinctness. ‘ The spirit-cap- 
tain of the dead is always represented 
under this shadowy semblance. 
The 
great cluingo will be ushered in by a 
trembling of the earth, at which the 
faithful are exhorted to feel no alarm. 
The hope holdout is the same that has 
inspired the Christian for nineteen 
centuries—a happy immortality in per­ 
petual youth.” 


The dance itself is comparatively a 
simple matter. “ The dance commonly 
begins about the middle of the after­ 
noon or later, after sundown. 
When 
it begins in the afternoon there is 
ill wavs an intermission of an hour or 
, 
• 
*vo for supper. 
The announcement 
^ made by the criers, old men who 
assume this oilice apparently by tacit 
understanding, who go about the camp 
shouting in a loud voice to the people 
to prepare for the dance. 
The pre­ 
liminary painting 
and 
dressing is 
usually a work of about two hours. 
When all is ready the leaders walk, out 
to the dance place, and, facing inward, 
join hands, so as to form a small circle. 
Then, 
without moving from their 
places, they sing tho opening song, 
'according to previous agreement, in a 
«oft undertone. 
Having 
sung 
it 
through once, they raise their voices 
to their full strength and repeat it, 
this* time slowly circling around in the 
dance. 
Tho step is diilerent from that 
of most other Indian dances, but very 
simple.

ÂRBllÂîlÔN 1FÜSED. 


The Coal Strike in the Pittsburg 
District Will ContinuG, 


PIttsburii, Aug. 25.—The final effort 
to arrange a plan for ending the big 
coal strike has proved a faHure, and 
tlie strike goes on. The conference be- 
tween a comintttee of coal operators 
and miners' national an^ district ofll- 
clals clupod yfe^sterday, and the confere- 
ence adjourned without date. The min- 
ers' riipresentatives did not recede from 
thPlr oiifciinal proposition to settle the 
strike by arbitration and 
start 
tho 
mines at the i)9 cent rate. 


The cperators offered to divide the 
dlffi'renoe b«jtween 54 and 69 cent rates, 
maklnt; the price at which the mines 
should ptart 
cents per ton, hut 


this 
Wiic 
rejected. Then 
addltiopal 
propositions were made. One was 
t o 
start the mines v/ithout 
fixing 
any 
prlcvi for 80 days, and then to pay the 
rate uijreed upon by the board of ar- 
bitration. This was also refused by the 
miners, and .they said they had been 
fooU-d too often to trust the operators 
again. They declined to work for a 
month, giving the operators the out- 
put that length of time without know- 
ing what wages would be paid. 


A propobltlon 
was 
then made 
to 
operate the mines for ten days, with- 
out fixing the price, and allow a board 
of arbitration to fix the prlc(» for that 
time. President Katchfurd insisted that 
nothing b\U the GD cent rate could pos- 
sibly be accepted, "ihe operators were 
Arm, but the miners were equally de- 
termined. and every argument of the 
mine owners was met by the miners' 
leaders. Neither side would 
concede 
another point, and it was decided to 
end the conference. 


The outlook after the adjournment 
of the conference seemed to be encour- 
agiiig for the miners. There is no ques- 
tion of the anxiety of the operators to 
start their mines. 
Nearly every coal 
company in the Pittsburcf district was 
represented at the Monongahela House 
during the conference. 


The operators' conference was in se- 
cret session for several hours after 
ttie joint conference, and when 
the 
doors were opened their press agent 
announced that 
the 
mines 
certainly 
would be started, with the old diggers 
if possible and with Imported mon If 
the old mon refuse to work, A com- 
mittee was appointed, composed of rep- 
resentatives of every firm In the dis- 
trict, to map out the mode of 
pro- 
ceedure for the resumption. 


In an address to the public given out 
last night the operators say. In part: 


"Amicable and conciliatory methods 
having falhid to convince or to move 
the 
leaders, 
the 
responsibility 
for 
whatfever privation follows to the min- 
ers and their families must rest upon 
the miners' oiDclals. The operators feel 
that they have exhausted ail honorable 
means of eettlement of a strike which 
has entailed so much misery upon the 
miners and those dependent upon them, 
and which they In common v/lth the 
public deplore, and would gladly change 
on a basis that would nut be diiias- 
trous to thomi-ielvos. 


"Mr. 
Raichford, 
president 
of 
the 
United Mine Workers, did not 
treat 
with the operators on terms that indl- 
CJitft any desire to protect the interests 
and welfare of tho mim-is of the Pitts- 
burg district. Ho openly claimed that 
the operators had 
more than 
their 
share of the trade; that some of it was 
being taken from them, and that more 
would bo. He claimcd the operators 
had a larger share of the lake tonnage 
than they are entitled to, and 
that 
they would not be permitted to retain 
It."

T. 13. DoArniltt, superintendent of the 
Oak Hill mines, v/ent to some of the 
Italian strikers and 
offered 
to pay 
them half of the money they forfeited 
and CI cents a ton for digging coal If 
they would return to work this morn- 
ing. ThiM, the strikers, eay is an evi- 
dence of weakness on tho part of the 
ofilcials of the company, who, they 
claim, are apparently anxious to have 
the strike settled now at any price, so 
that they can get their mines work- 
ing, 
Hupeilntcndent DeArmitt 
could 
not be found to alllrm or deny the re- 
port.

FRANCE'AND RUSSIA 


Cemontlnp: the Tics That Jilnd Them 
by Preslfloiit Kaure's Visit. 


St, Petersburg, Aug. 25. — President 
Faure, M. Hanotaux, the French min- 
ister of foreign affairs, and the suite of 
the president, on board the imperial 
yacht Alexandria, entered the Nova at 
noon yesterday. The river was crowd- 
ed with lavishly decorated excursion 
steamers, and the quays were black 
with spectators. 
The French cruiser 
Surcouf, which %vas near the landing 
stage, maimed her yards, 
and 
her 
steamers gave ringing cheers as the 
Alexandria 
reached 
her 
quay. 
The 
Russians 
responded 
with 
roars 
of 
cheering. 


Upon disembarking President Faure 
was received by the governor and civic 
authorities and by a guard of honor 
from a regiment of infantry. 
Stand- 
ing in front of the regiment was a row 
of the highest army ofllcers of Russia. 
The president, In a few words spoken 
In Russian, greeted the soldiers, who 
replied with a loud cheer. M. Faure 
then Inspected the guard of honor, and 
afterwards the president and his suite, 
escorted by Ural cossacks, were driven 
In open carriages to the Cathedral of 
St. Peter and St. Paul. Though 
rain 
was falling heavily, the streets were 
densely packed with people, who vo- 
ciferously cheered 
the president 
of 
France. 
All the French sailors 
who 
were allowed to come on shore were 
embraced by the Russian population. 


Alter placing a wreath and a golden 
olive branch on the tomb of the late 
Czar Alexander III, in the cathedral. 
President Faure drove across the Neva 
and laid the corner stone of the nev/ 
French hospital. Subsequently he took 
part in the ceremony of laying the 
foundation stono of the new Troitsky 
bridge. 


M. Faure dined at the French em- 
bassy, and after dinner held a recep- 
tion for the members of the French 
colony In St. Petersburg.

It might bo supposed that 
very wet soil, or where the posts stand 
in* stagnant water, would make them 
decay 
more quickly. 
Hut in

positions less air comes iu contact with 
tho wood. 
When set iu the ground 
fence posts usually decay lirst

has most changes from wot to dry and 
gives tho air most chanco to work on 
the wood. 
Charring tho surfaco of

Care or Vount; Tuvkoys. 


Until they are nearly half grown, 
young turkeys are very sensitive to 
the Avet. 
They should be kept in the 
coop until the dew has dried oil'the 
grass, and especially if they run with 
a turkey hen. 
The common domestic 
hen is a much better mother for the 
young turks than is the turkey hen. 
The latter is too early a riser in the 
morning, as it linds while the air is 
cold and the grass is wet with dew 
that the insects it is looking for are 
torpid and easily caught. 
But while 
the turkey hen is running through the 
grass her draggled brood are chirping 
farther and farther liehind until their 
chirp can no longer be heard. 
After 
the birds are half grown, the wider 
range that the turkey hen takes makes 
what chicks she succeeds in raising 
larger and thriftier than those that the 
common hen has cared for, though 
both were hatched 
about the same 
time. 
The turkeys should be fed be- 
fore being allowed to wander in the 
morning. 
That will keap them busy ' 
until the dew has drieiljfrom the grass, 
and will prevent the hen turkey from 
wandering too far.

It is, we think, impossible to kill 
quack grass by growing a i)otato crop 
among it, no matter how carefully tho 
potatoes are freed from the weed. 
It 
is im2)ossible to either hoe or cultivate 
where the ¡potato hills are, and with 
any chance to get to the air and light 
by growth aljove ground', tho under- 
ground roots Avill ))e kept alive. 
The 
best Avay to check (luack« grass growth 
is to cover the top with wet soil, put- 
ting enough saltón the green leaves to 
increase their natural tendencv to rot 
when thus luiried. 
In this way we 
have known good potato crops to bo 
grown on fíelds abounding in quack 
grass. 
But after tho potatoes begin 
to set cultivation must stop, else it 
Avill check their growtli, and cause a 
new set of ])otatoes to form in tho hill. 
The result Avas that though the potato 
crop was fair, it had at harvesting time 
to be dug out of a bed of quack roots. 
There is great danger of spreading 
quack 
grass by growing 
potatoes 
among the quack. 
Its roots Avill often 
Ijenetrate the jjotato, and if such po- 
totoes are used whole for seed, ther*? 
is likely to be a quack bud on some 
part of the quack root attached to the 
potato, which will start a new jdanta- 
tion of this weed. 
All the cultivating 
implements used among quack grass 
should be searched for quack roots 
before they are used in any other field, 
—American Cultivator.

One ^Dollar Wheat. 


T'hc upward tendency in the price of 
'»^hcat rcached the longed-for goal last 
'Thursday, and 400 buahcls were sold at 
f 1 a buphel on the Baltimore Exchange. 
This is the highest amount tliat has been 
paid for wheat in the regular market 
since 1H02, when it sold for a few weeks 
nt prices ranging between $1 and $1.06. 
The circumstances attending the present 
rise in ccreals arc such as to beget confi- 
dence that they may go even higher. 
Wheat has come up somewhat rapidly to 
the dollar mark, and yet the movement 
is not wholly speculative. 


Wheat Trices. 


In view of the activity in the grain 
market and the steady advancc from 
week to week recently in the price of 
wheat, and the predictious made by ex- 
perts and noted market operators that it 
will bring from ifl.25 to $1.50 
per 
Wshel before Christmas, it may be of in- 
terest to farmers to know the years 
when wheat commanded its highest price. 


During the great panic which prevail- 
ed in 1853, brought on by the unexpect- 
ed and disastrous suspension of the 
Cincinnati 
Trust 
Company, 
when 
«vciything rose to famine 
prices— 
money was scarce and labor cheap, and 
little work for mechanics and laborers— 
wheat rose to $3.59 per bushel, and flour 
Bold at $H.70 per barrel. 
In 1856 wheat 
sold at $2.14; 1857, $1.75; 1863, $1.58; 
1864, $1.82i; 1805, $1.85, and flour $10; 
1866, $1.87^, and flour $8.75. In 1867 it 
rose to the enormous figure of $8.00 per 
bushel—a price never before reached, 
and never probably again attained in 
this country unless there should happen 
a widespread failure of the crop—flour 
$11.00; 1868, $2.45, flour $9 55; 1869, 
$1.30; 
1873, $1.67; 1874, $1.65; 1877, 
$1.47.

INDIAN GHOST DANCING. 


GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS HAVE STUD- 
lED THE SUBJECT. 
' 


Tlio rorotnony a Vart oT ii lit'llfflou« Ko- 
vival Among: Hio Kod Skluii—A Proiiu- 
rutJou for llio ConiliiR of tlio Incllan 
JMUloiiuium-lioscrliiUou of the l>iuire. 
Tho ethnological buronu lias is.sued 
its fonrteoiitli auniml report, ono vol- 
umo of ^vhich is devoted entirely to 
tho ever-interesting phoKfc dance and 
its accompaning featiiros. 


Tho ghost dancing of tho Indians is 
snpposed by most jiersons to 
have 
orii^iuated among the NorthM-estorn 
tribes between 1889 and 18S)3, and to 
have been the canse of the terrible 
Indian ^var \vhich ^vas ended by tho 
defeat of the Indians at Pine Eidge, 
but as Mr. James Mooney, tho author 
of this report, takes pains to show, 
tho ghost dancing religion is an old 
institution, had its origin in the dis- 
satisfaction of the Indians -with the 
encroachments of the -whites, and has 
been practiced by tho savages at vari- 
ous times on tho Avesteru continent, 
(i^host dancing is a name bestowed 
upon this form of religion by tho 
whites; with tho Indians it is a prepa- 
ration for a new state of the world's 
aflairs, a religious revival, in Avhich 
the participants jnirify themselves and 
make ready for the coming of tho In- 
dian Messiah and the advent of the 
Indian millennium. 


Tho Indian 
millennium is to bo 
brought about by supernatural means 
to M'hich, however, men will contribute 
a share, by prayer, fasting and certain 
religious rites, among which dancing, 
gyrations of various kinds and mystic 
observances constitute tho princi])al 
portion. 
The date for the general 
change of ailairs and tlie ]*egeneration 
of the world is usually left indeter- 
minate, for tho Indian prophets are 
shrewd and do not care to take the 
risk of lixing a detinite time for the 
fuliillmontof their j^redictions,though 
tho date is commonly given 
at the 
spring of the year when natui'c awakes 
from its winter's sleci^. 
The idea of 
a general resurrection of all the In- 
tlian dead is prominent. 
When the 
great day comes, *'The dead are all 
arisen and tho s])irit hosts are advanc- 
ing and have already arrived at the 
boundaries of this earth led forward 
b^-- the I'egenerator in a shape of cloud- 
like indistinctness. " The 
spirit-cap- 
tain of the dead is always represented 
under this shadoAvy semblance. 
The 
great chango -will be ushered in by a 
trembling of the earth, at which the 
faithful are exhorted to feel no alarm. 
The ho])e holdout is the samo that has 
inspired 
the Christian for nineteen 
centuries—a happy immortality in per- 
petual youth." 


Tho dance itself is comparatively a 
Himplo matter. "The dance cimimonly 
begins about the middle oi the after- 
noon or later, after sundown.

to the dance place, and, facing inward, 
join hands, so as to form a small circle.

tlirougji once, they raise their voices 
to their full strength and re]n;at it, 
This'time slowly circling around in the 
dance.
